A PRIEST has pleaded 
not guilty to defrauding 
a church out of more 
than £13,000. 

Rev Ian Finn appeared 
in Bury St Edmunds 
Magistrates’ Court on 
Tuesday and pleaded 
not guilty to one count 
of fraud by abuse of 
position. 

It is alleged that 
between fune 1, 2007 
and March 1, 2013, Finn 
paid £13,204 in “church 
service fees” to himself, 
instead of to the Diocese 
of St Edmundsbury and

Ipswich. 

He was charged on 
August 20, after being 
arrested at his home in 
Hopton Rise, Haverhill, 
in March. 

Speaking outside the 
court, Finn said he was 
“entirely innocent”. 

“I have done nothing 
criminally wrong and I 
am confident a jury will 
clear me of any wrong¬ 
doing,” he said. 

“The last few months 


have been a dreadful 
ordeal and I am grateful 
to all the friends who 
are supporting me and 
share my belief I am 
innocent.” 

He was accompanied 
to the hearing by more 
than a dozen of his 
friends and colleagues. 

Sarah Wenban, presid¬ 
ing magistrate, granted 
Finn unconditional bail 
until October 2, when he 
will appear in Ipswich 
Crown Court. 

A trial is set to start on 
February 2 next year.

Haverhill nursery 
to close at the 
end of the month 



A PRIVATE nursery will 
close at the end of the 
month. 

Home from Home 
Childcare, on Skippers 
Lane, Withersfield, will 
close its doors on 
September 30. 

Letters were reportedly 
handed out to parents last 
week informing them of the 
closure - but Home from 
Home was forced to close 
for the day unexpectedly 
on Tuesday due to “staffing 
issues”. 

Lucy Huelin, owner of 
Home from Home, said: “At 
6.45am on Tuesday I 
became aware that some of 
my staff were not able to 
attend due to personal 
problems. As a nursery we 
are governed by Ofsted, 
and rules and regulations

relating to the safety of 
children. 

“We would have breached 
those regulations if we had 
decided to open.” 

Two parents, who arrived 
to drop off their children, 
were told that the nursery 
was closed, Mrs Huelin 
said, and she and her staff 
then telephoned the rest of 
the parents to inform them 
of the temporary closure. 

The nursery reopened 
yesterday and will remain 
open until the end of the 
month. 

Mrs Huelin said they will 
be working with The Lodge 
Nursery, at Barnardiston 
Hall Preparatory School 
outside Haverhill, in order 


to continue offering care. 

In a statement, she said: 
“The option to place a child 
at Barnardiston is purely 
down to parental choice. 

“Our ethos has always 
been to provide a safe, car¬ 
ing, homely and nurturing 
environment, and this can 
continue at The Lodge at 
Barnardiston, under the 
auspices of Colonel Boutler 
and his excellent team.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Barnardiston Hall said that 
Mrs Huelin was working 
with them to ensure conti¬ 
nuity of care, and help chil¬ 
dren to settle into their new 
nursery. 

Two other local nurseries 
have also stepped in to 
help. 

Blois Meadow Day 
Nursery, in Steeple 


Bumpstead, has offered its 
services in the form of a 
“rescue package”. 

The nursery, run by Alison 
Midgley, is offering places 
- without charge - until 
November 1 for children 
currently attending Home 
from Home. Existing fee 
levels will also be honoured 
until the end of the year. 

And Dizzy Ducks Day 
Nursery in Haverhill is also 
offering one month’s free 
nursery care to those mov¬ 
ing from Home from Home. 

Lunded places are also 
going to be transferred to 
Dizzy Ducks, where 
required. 

The nursery confirmed it 
is also speaking to Home 
from Home staff about 
becoming part of the team, 
in light of the closure.

A DERELICT pub which is an

It is understood that the 
building is owned by R

directors, which has bases in 
Colchester, Manningtree, 
Clacton-On-Sea, Dovercourt 
and Hadleigh. 

The boarded-up pub has 
attracted anti-social behav¬ 
iour and, speaking at a plan¬ 
ning meeting last week, 
Gordon Savory, local resi¬ 
dent, asked why nothing was 
being done. 

Town councillors have 
called for the owners to at 
least make the building

secure, if they are not going 
to develop it now. 

Cllr Pat Hanlon said: “Is 
there anything we can do to 
help bring the building back 
into use to use in the com¬ 
munity?” 

Cllr Tony Brown, ward 
councillor for the Chalkstone 
Estate, has called the Vixen 
an “eyesore” that needs to be 
redeveloped for the good of 
nearby residents. 

“It is one of the most trou¬ 
blesome spots on the estate 
and because it’s so unsightly 
it attracts anti-social behav¬ 


iour,” he said. 

The whole of Strasbourg 
Square is set to be trans¬ 
formed, Cllr Brown added, 
and the Vixen should form 
part of that work.

Flower troughs targeted by vandals 


PLANTED by Haverhill in Bloom 
in the spring, flower troughs 
have brightened up the town 
centre. 

But vandals have destroyed 
the group’s hard work by 
tearing out some of the plants 
and dropping them into Stour 
Brook. 

Tim Marks, secretary of 
Haverhill in Bloom, has said 
some flowers on the Pightle 
and Lord’s Croft Lane were 
targeted on the evening of 


September 5. 

He said: “Anybody who has 
got any information or knows 
who this is will be gratefully 
received.” 

Some plants were “retrieved” 
by Cllr Roger Andre, town 
mayor, and other councillors 
who were in the area at the 
time, he said. 

Cllr Marks added that 
Haverhill’s image has been 
improving “year on year”, and 
it is a “disappoinment” for a 


few individuals to have such a 
“devastating effect”. 

Though Haverhill in Bloom is 
a small group, it has worked 
hard to improve the appearance 
of the town centre, Cllr Marks 
said. 

He added: “It is important 
vandalism is stopped before it 
escalates and someone will 
have seen this damage being 
inflicted or be aware of their 
relative arriving home with dirt 
on their clothes or hands.” 


MR must repay 
£1,600 after 
breaching rules 
of parliament

A ‘CAMPAIGNING’ letter set 
out on House of Commons 
stationery has led to 
Haverhill’s MP being told to 
pay back more than £1,600. 

Matthew Hancock, West 
Suffolk MP, has been told to 
repay £1,674 after using 
Commons stationery to send 
a letter to 3,000 homes in his 
constituency. 

The complaint was made by 
from John Insole, a former 
councillor, who lives in 
Haverhill. 

Mr Hancock used 3,100 
envelopes and 6,200 sheets of 
paper for his letters. 

Mr Insole, of Boxford Court, 
said: “It was so patently tax¬ 
payers’ money and I wanted 
to get that across. 

“It was so evidently wrong.” 

The letter updated the con¬ 
stituents on work carried out 
by the MP, and asked for a 
survey to be completed. 

Questions included which 
national issues were seen as 
most important to the partic¬ 
ipant, views on local health 
services and the Govern-

ment’s ‘Help to Buy’ scheme. 

Mr Hancock has apologised 
for the correspondence, 
which was deemed “to be 
political rather than parlia¬ 
mentary”. 

He added: “I apologise for 
this and have put it right by 
authorising payment for the 
cost from my political funds.” 

It is important for the MP to 
be able to communicate with 
his constituents, he said, 
which he does regularly 
through phone, email, letter, 
Twitter and council surgeries. 

According to a report from 


Kathryn Hudson, the Par¬ 
liamentary Commissioner for 
Standards, Mr Hancock 
thought his letter fell into the 
rules of the House, which 
state that “correspondence 
with constituents ... about a 
specific issue with people 
who have not previously con¬ 
tacted them and question¬ 
naires and surveys” is appro¬ 
priate. 

Her report added: “I have 
been in correspondence with 
Mr Hancock and he has 
acknowledged that this hap¬ 
pened and that it should not 
have done. 

“He has apologised for his 
breach of the rules. Mr 
Hancock has told me, and I 
have accepted, that he did not 
intend to breach the rules.” 

Mr Insole’s wrote to the 
commissioner on April 14, 
after reeiving Mr Hancock’s 
letter on April 7. 

In his letter, he called the 
MP’s correspondence “bla¬ 
tant electioneering” at the 
expense of the public. 

Mr Insole added: “He should 
not have done it. I don’t know 
what he was thinking of.”

Successful surgery means 
Harry, 13, is riding high 



A TEENAGER visiting his local sta¬ 
bles for the afternoon is not usu¬ 
ally classed as a milestone. 

But these pictures shows the 
journey of Harry Tiplady, who just 
seven months ago was in full leg 
casts following surgery. 

The 13-year-old, who has cere¬ 
bral palsy has amazed his family 
friends and doctors by managing 
to walk with only the aid of a 
frame. 

After an operation in February to 
lengthen his tendons, Harry and 
his family were told he may not 
manage to walk for two years. 

But sessions at a local stables 
have helped the teenager develop 
his muscles and become more 
active. 

Mum Gemma, 32, said: “He has 
not used his wheelchair since the 
six weeks’ holidays. He is up and 
walking everywhere again and 
he’s got a nice straight back.” 

Before his operation, Harry used 
to walk with a frame - but was 
always crouched and in pain, 
Gemma said. 

Since visiting Three Counties 
Equestrian Stables, in Little Wrat- 
ting every week, Harry’s leg mus¬ 
cles have strengthened and ena¬ 
bled him to become more mobile. 

The lessons, with Corey Morris, 
were given for free.

For his first session in June, Harry 
was wearing leg splints and using a 
wheelchair. Now, he can ride a 
horse unaided. 

He also grooms the horses and 
drives a pony and trap. 

The family live on the Chalkstone 
Estate. 

Gemma said: “The horse riding is 
separate from us as a family so he 
has his own little hobby. 

“It is nice that he does his own 
thing - and this is the only thing he 
has taken an interest in - he loves 
it.” 

One day, Harry, who has two 
brothers and a sister, hopes to have 
his own horse. 

Since returning to walking, the 
teenager, who goes to Samuel 
Ward Academy, has become more 
confident and has started playing 
outside with his friends more, 
Gemma said. 

He is also back in mainstream 
school, with his classmates. 

His brother Sam, 15, walks to and 
from school with him. 

Gemma said: “He doesn’t want to 
make a big deal about it, he just 
wants to be like the rest of his 
friends - what he calls ‘normal’.”

Council ‘fully 
objects’ to plan 


A PROPOSAL to build a new 
premises for car sales, ser¬ 
vices and MOTS is not being 
supported by Haverhill Town 
Council. 

Councillors formerly object¬ 
ed to the plans, for land adja¬ 
cent to Sturmer End House, at 
a planning meeting last week. 

Cllr Roger Andre, town 
mayor, called the construc¬ 
tion “ugly”, while Cllr Pat 
Hanlon, of the planning com¬ 
mittee, “fully objects”. 

There are currently tempo¬ 
rary buildings on the site, 
delivering services. 

Speaking at the meeting, 
Cllr Hanlon said: “This is the 
thing we have been on about 
for years and years now. 

“We originally objected to

this and I went to the borough 
council. We keep writing to 
the borough council because 
they are still trading - this is 
going to make it worse.” 

He added: “We can’t let peo¬ 
ple just put things wherever 
they want.” 

Enforcement notices have 
previously been handed out 
to the applicant, Cllr Hanlon 
said, but they “continue to get 
away with it”. 

Applicant Robert Watts was 
ordered to cease trading from 
the site in 2009 because he 
had no “formal” authority. 

A previous application was 
refused in that year because 
the development would not 


have improved “the character 
and quality of the area”. 

According to a planning 
statement, the existing en¬ 
trance to Sturmer End House 
will be “adapted” for custom¬ 
ers to gain access, and a 
Highways officer, consulted 
informally, has not raised any 
objection. 

The land is currently un¬ 
used, but is surrounded by 
industrial development on 
three sides. 

Cllr Andre said: “It is not 
suited to the area of the town, 
which is part of a gateway to 
the rest of the town.” 

The plan has received no 
objection from Environ¬ 
mental Health and land con¬ 
tamination.

Haverhill Gymnastics 
Club currently trains at the 
town’s leisure centre on 
Mondays, Tuesdays, Fri¬ 
days and Saturdays - but 
having a permanent build¬ 
ing would allow the club to 
open seven days a week. 

There are around 260 
pupils, aged from 2 to 25, 
who attend sessions. There 
are between 300 and 400 
on waiting lists to join. 

Kevin Woolcott, the club’s 
head coach, is appealing 
for the public to help. 

He has been running the 
club for between seven and 
eight years. 

“The general public can 
help if they know a build¬ 
ing or own a building,” he 
said. 

Due to the lack of a full¬ 
time base, the club cannot 
always provide the extra 
training sessions and 
hours needed to take pupils 
to the “next level”. 

Pupils travel from Cam¬ 


bridge, Halstead and sur¬ 
rounding villages just to 
train. 

Mr Woolcott said: “We 
don’t want to have athletes 
and gymnasts travelling 
out of town to continue 
their sport. 


“We just need the prem¬ 
ises.” 

Because the club current¬ 
ly runs a young leaders pro - 
gramme, there are some 
additional coaches ready to 
cope with the extra pupils. 

Mr Woolcott added: “The 


club is great for us, but not 
for those sitting on the 
waiting list - a building 
would eradicate that prob¬ 
lem.”

ONCE in a while, an unexpected hit show conies along that ignites the 
public’s imagination and becomes a sell-out phenomenon. One such 
show is INALA: a Zulu ballet, says ANDREW BURTON. 

Presented by Ladysmith Black Mambazo with current and former 
dancers from The Royal Ballet and Rambert, INALA received its world 
premiere at this year’s Edinburgh International Festival where all 
preview performances sold out, and now it’s coming to Cambridge Corn 
Exchange. 

The Guardian’s 4-star review hailed it a “dynamic marriage of 
contemporary dance and choral music”, while the Evening Standard 
praised its “irresistible” singing, and the Telegraph enthused: “Ladysmith 
Black Mambazo are a constant generous presence - those voices soaring 
out as never before is a thing of stirring beauty... If the ecstatic first- 
night reception is anything to go by it will be a massive hit.” 

INALA is an uplifting celebration of South Africa’s ancestry and hopes 
for the future, brought to life by performers at the pinnacle of their 
careers. Ladysmith were brought to international acclaim through their 
collaboration with Paul Simon on his Graceland album in 1986 and won 


their fourth Grammy Award in January this year for Best World Music 
Album. 

“It has always been our mission to spread our South African culture as 
widely as possible, so it is very important for us to bring INALA to the UK 
and then the rest of the world. We look forward to giving our audiences a 
new experience,” says Ladysmith founder Joseph Shabalala. 

Ladysmith sing in Zulu and remain on stage throughout the 70-minute 
performance, along with nine dancers and five instrumentalists. 
Choreographer Mark Baldwin remarks: “I am inspired by music and the 
more I listened to Ladysmith in the early days of the project, the more I 
realised this style of singing really is suited to dancing. The dancers mix 
African moves with classical and contemporary dance, using warrior and 
animalistic poses to reflect the wildlife and culture of South Africa.” 

The production is the brainchild of British composer, Ella Spira and 
first artist of the Royal Ballet, Pietra Mello-Pittman. INALA, meaning 
’abundance of goodwill’ in Zulu, fuses western contemporary and 
traditional Zulu dance and music, to create a unique, immersive 
experience reflecting both cultures.

THE RIOT CLUB (15, 107 mins) 

THE class war degenerates into foul-mouthed tirades and stomach- 
churning violence in Laura Wade’s robust adaptation of her own 
coruscating stage play. 

Posh originated at the Royal Court Theatre in London in 2010 
and was revived two years later in the West End, painting a vivid 
portrait of a fictional dining clique akin to the Bullingdon Club at 
Oxford University, which once included David Cameron, George 
Osborne and Boris Johnson in its notorious ranks. 

Lone Scherfig's film, retitled The Riot Club, packs a similar emo¬ 
tional wallop to its stage-bound predecessor, detonating pent-up 
testosterone and tempers with horrifying repercussions. 

Wade has fleshed out key protagonists and excised some scenes 
entirely to reduce the running time by 40 minutes. 

There seems to be a greater emphasis on the fledgling romance 
between the most likable male character and a down-to-earth 
northern lass (Holliday Grainger), who is dazzled by the dreaming 
spires and gushes: "Being at Oxford is like being invited to 100 
parties all at once - and I want to go to all of them.” 

The Riot Club is not a party most of us would wish to attend. 

But that's the point. Alistair Ryle (Sam Claflin) arrives at Oxford, 
hoping to emulate his older brother, a former president of the 
titular fraternity. This hush-hush 10-strong dining club honours 
the memory of its libidinous 18th century founder by boozing to 
excess at an annual dinner, trashing the venue and paying for the 
damages out of their trust funds. 


Given his lineage, Alistair is almost certain to catch the eye of 
Riot Club president James Leighton-Masters (Freddie Fox). 

However, it is dashing classmate Miles Richards (Max Irons) from 
more humble stock, who steals Alistair's thunder and arouses the 
homosexual yearnings of influential club member Hugo Fraser- 
Tyrwhitt (Sam Reid). 

Alistair and Miles pass initiation and are inducted into the ranks 
alongside Harry Villiers (Douglas Booth), Guy Bellingfield (Mat¬ 
thew Beard), Toby Maitland (Oily Alexander), Dimitri Mitropoulos 
(Ben Schnetzer) and George Balfour (Jack Farthing). 

The students head to a country pub run by Chris (Gordon Brown) 
and his daughter Rachel (Jessica Brown Findlay), who have no idea 
of the devastation about to be wrought. 

The Riot Club is a sobering attack on a culture of inherited privi¬ 
lege and power in Britain. 

Scherfig's film dissects how our egalitarian society is founded on 
secret handshakes in wood-panelled rooms far from the madding 
electorate, and you can almost see the venom streaking down the 
camera lens when one inebriated club member sneers, "I am sick 
to death of poor people!'' 

The Danish filmmaker, who previously helmed the Oscar- 
nominated coming-of- age story An Education, doesn't spare the 
morally repugnant characters any blushes. 

A climactic showdown is just as jaw-dropping in lurid cinematic 
close-up as it was from the safe distance of the theatre's upper 
circle.

GARDENING 
TIPS 


We know bees, hoverflies and other beneficial 
insects provide a welcome sight for gardeners in 
spring and summer, pollinating our flowers and 
helping us to reap rich harvests, but these valued 
species also need plenty of protection in the 
winter to ensure they return in 
years to come. 

As part of Wild About 
Gardens Week, the Royal Hor¬ 
ticultural Society (RHS) and 
The Wildlife Trusts (TWT) are 
urging people to do more to 
support the UK's vital pollina¬ 
tors during the cooler months. 

RHS senior entomologist 
Andrew Salisbury says: "Polli¬ 
nators and other invertebrates 
need sheltered places to spend 
the cold winter months. By 
being a little less tidy, particularly around the 
base of hedges and in garden borders, creating 
bug hotels and log piles, we can provide much 
needed overwintering sites, giving pollinators a 
head start in the spring." 

The two organisations have produced a winter 
survival guide for the UK's 1,500 species of pol¬ 
linating insects. People with outside spaces are 
urged to:

■ Make an insect hotel or overwintering habitat 
- insect hotels provide shelter and overwinter¬ 
ing habitats for many pollinators. WAG week 

is featuring a 'build a bug hotel' competition to 
encourage gardeners, schools and community 
groups to get building and 
share photographs of their 
projects to inspire others to get 
involved. More details about 
the competition can be found 
at www.wildaboutgardens- 
week.org.uk/buildabughotel. 
Entries close on October 31. 

■ Create log piles - some 
pollinating insects nest or over¬ 
winter in dead wood and many 
uncommon insects such as the 
stag beetle rely on it for a large 
part of their lifecycle. Half bury 
some logs, leave dead wood where it falls, and 
keep tree stumps in place. 

■ Cut back on the cutting back - instead of 
cutting flower borders back in late autumn, leave 
the dead stems all winter until early spring. The 
hollow stems of perennial plants provide shelter 
for overwintering insects. 

■ Let your lawn grow - leave a long patch over 
the winter, before cutting it back, resuming mow¬ 



ing in early spring and it'll help many creatures 
hibernate. 

■ Ensure your garden contains a wide range of 
plants, trees and shrubs that produce pollen and 
nectar resources throughout the year. Autumn 
and winter nectar plants to consider include: 
Spanish traveller's joy (Clematis cirrhosa), winter¬ 
flowering crocus (Crocus species), ivy (Hedera 
helix), Purpus honeysuckle (Lonicera x purpu- 
sii), Michaelmas daisy (Aster), perennial sun¬ 
flower (Helianthus x laetiflorus), winter aconite 
(Eranthis hyemalis) and sweet box (Sarcococca 
confusa). 

■ Be considerate to dandelions and nettles, 
which are crucial for many pollinators. 

A recent study highlighted that 24% of Euro¬ 
pean bumblebee species are at risk of extinction 
and we have already lost 23 bee and flower- 
visiting wasp species in Britain. 

Paul Wilkinson, The Wildlife Trusts' head of liv¬ 


ing landscape, says: "The provision of nectar-rich 
flowers combined with equal effort to restore 
and create 'home' habitats - including food 
plants for caterpillars and undisturbed ground for 
hibernating bees - is a winning combination. 

"Although the importance of bees is now 
widely recognised, let's also give credit to and 
raise awareness of our lesser-known pollinators, 
including the peacock butterfly, hummingbird 
hawk moth and marmalade hoverfly. 

"Ultimately, it's looking after the 'small stuff' 
which helps to create a healthier bigger picture 
for wildlife and the natural environment. Col¬ 
lectively, our gardens make up the biggest nature 
reserve in the UK. Let's make it the biggest and 
best it can be."
